Newspaper English 



There are a large number of critics of the modéra newspaper 
who ar« constantly condemning the English to be found therein. 
Th«y complain that the language does not measure up to the 
Bt«ndard set up by one of their fa\unte authors. They lament 
tkt pitiable' level to which the language lias fallen through the 
modern organization. 

These critics do not probably i caliiio huw many of the greatest 
■writers of to-day and the past owe most uf their training to the 
ntwspaper. Thackeiay was a newspaper writer and magazine 
contributor before he bcciune a novelist. He wrote at a time 
when conciseness and liiiectness were not known in journalism. 
News could not be had in the quantities it can in the present day. 
and reporters had of nccrssit.v to j^ad their stories. Had Thack- 
eray received a modern newspaper training, the probability is that 
"Vanity Fair" and "Henry Esmond" would have been told in half 
the words, and, from the point of view of the reader of to-day, far 
more attractively. 

Kipling is a notable example of a journalist in literature. 
While reporting for .-\nglo-Indian papers, he developed a strong, 
terse, direct style, that has served to make him one of the greatest 
writers of compact stories. 

There is no more forceful or altiactive way of telling a story 
than the newspaper style now licing adopted by all the better class 
publications. Simplicity, directness and sincerity ax'C being de- 
manded and obtained. The persons who criticize this style are at 
the same time condemning the greater part of contemporary lit- 
erature, which is all tending to the short stoiy. The newspaper 
office has sened, and will sen-e for some time to come, as one of 
the best schools for jirnducing writers in this line, despite the 
usual cry to the contrary. 



Who Are the ''Big'* Men? 



What makes the "big" men in college big? In practically 
every case it is prominence and partii-ipatiuii in class and college 
affairs. It is natural that this should be the criterion by which 
a man's greatness in college should be judged. But the motives 
which underlie any big- or little man's participation in college af- 
fairs may very well be investigated. This is what the Amherst 
Monthly has to say on the question: "Even ih these enlightened 
times one-fifth of every college class are willing to make slaves of 
themselves; and thi.s bocaii."^o they wish to emerge from the process 
with the proud consc'iousllc.'^;^ that lliey are 'big' men in college. 
Some of them have loftier aims, some may be dominated by a high 
and holy ambition to help the college, but we are willing to guess

The man w ho enters into activity for the sake of the activity, 
not for the sake of personal profit, and who gains his honor as the 
result of his worth in that activity is deservedly big in college. 
"Keep your ideal high." ."ay.'; the .Amherst Monthly. "College 
prestige as a reward for value and worth is permanent and satisfy- 
ing, and tends toward a richer and a fuller undergi'aduate life."

Of iouis.o 
rliat would be rather a hard ihing fur 
some instructors to do: but i:;u t It a^ 
good deal of a concession when an in- 
structor admits that be cannot make 
bis students «i>rk witbout threaten- 
ing them? 

A simitar case might be found at 
exam time, wlien some departments 
are severely troubled with cribbing. 
Elaborate lUans are made to prevent 
'cheating, thus aggravating the act 
^hii'b it is tbe desire tn avoid. 

If some instnicfois spent half the 
enrrgy In creating an honcft interest 
In their t-oiirses. and a i>opular dlf- 
ra\i>r towards chtaliiiK. th:il Ihcy did 
in atlmiptins in force restrictions on 
their Ktiident.4. the results might be

Possibly this ia be- 
cause it is not earned consciously, but 
rather inevitably bestowed; and Dean 
Moysc's sobriquet of "The Friend of 
the Students" is as concise and signlri. 
cant A de.'i 1 ipi ion of hiii place in col- 
lege as anything lould be. 'I'hi? desig- 
nation, which lisfd lo be a cause, is 
now a result of the linanimlly wiih 
which .social coinniiiiets ol .•^inokcrs 
and clubs invariably pitch on Dr. 
.Moyse a.s thcu major attraction, for 
the Dean is always willing to step into 
the breach, and seems to enjoy a thick 
circle of bearers sitting ai-ound blm. 
His attainments in scholarship and in 
educational pursuits are inspiring an- 
nals for tbe struggling student. 

Dr, Moyse has been for so long a 
member of the teaching staff of tbe 
University that be is a vei-itabic link 
between tbe present and the past. 
Whenever the .-t,uleiii.-4 of the prirent 
generation wish to ham of .Mcljill as 
it vva.i in Ihe seventita or tiic cightic:-. 
Dean .Moy.ce is ihc person to whuiii 
Lbey apply for information. .\iid ihe 
Dean is always ready to oblige, fur 
there is nothing about which be likes 
to talk better than old times at the 
L'nivei'sity. A few years ago tbe Dean 
jolted down a few of bis reminiscences 
for "The Annual," They are of such 
absorbing interest to McGill men tbat 
portions may well be. reproduced here 
"Aa soon as it seemed likely that i 
should be appointed to a chair in Mc- 
Gill. I tried lo find a picture of the 
University, which was not on easy 
mutter. In the library of the nritl.=;b 
Museum, however, t ,<>uccccdcd in tin- 
carUilng a laili' i nni.iiiiiatcd i-keich uf 
the l.'ni\rrFit.\ and its grounds, made 
from Shcrbio'ikc street, in which the 
central portion of the Arts nuilding 
appeared ftaudinig in an enclosure ot 
solitary glory, so tbat when, a tew 
weeks later, 1 passed tb* lodge and 
walked up the avenue for tbe first 
time, th* scene was not ailugcthcr un- 
familiar. In front stood the Atts 
Building, looking very much as it docs 
now, except tbat its wings were Joined 
lo tbe central portion by a lacade of 
onr ;!iiiry inilcad of two. To the 
right and lying back bevond iho east 
winp appeared the front of llie Medi- 
cal liiilldinR. \)n the left wing and 
over the <iilianic t<i the .Moison ïiii;i. 
the exieiior of «hich rcnialnr unal- 
tered, .'hone t.hc (srilt inscription in 
memory sud honor of its founder, as 
the sunshine o( a hrighi NoTombar 
morning fell upon it. Between the 
Moison Halt and tbe Presbyterian Col- 
lege rose a small and isolated observa- 
tory, which completed tbe trio of 
buildings then used for teaching pur- 
poses within tbe grounds. Tbe rest of 
the grounfl ; was unbuilt upon. Where 
th<' laii.uc of Science buildings now 
^land.s sii ciclird a lai Eir opi u space 
with trees, level and unlirfikcn. except 
where il was cleft b.\ a winilin? raviiui 
lluii began niai- ihe I'nivf rilty .street 
entrani'c and nidrd al Sherbrooke 
slrrei. Along one side of the ravine, 
about ball way down the slope, ran a 
path which led to a rustic bridge 
"thrown over a stream which flowed 
beqeath. Near the centre of the open 
space stood a bandstand, once used, I 
have been told, by the military when 
tbcy vvcic ((iiariered in Montreal: at 
its upper end and ju.>l hcnralli the 
slope unilfr and along ilie ea.'i wing, 
n porlKin uf ground bad bri n cm lo.-^i d

notlc*.' I bav* don* trcrytblng I 
could to quench tbat fooUsbness 
known as college spirit. 

"It bnrta me to aee how many stu- 
dents still hsvc a mistaken notion that 
this is a pretty good school, that 
things niighi bo woi.cr than (hey are. 
j I fear thai lu ppite of niy efforts, 
something like college spirit may sur- 
vivra and (hat the I nivcrslty may lon- 
tiiini i'< srow. nnd lo become an in- 
creasing exprnf-r to (be taxpayers. I 
fear (bat moie siudenls will come 
leveryjear and tiiat I shall have to 
I meet more conipr tniun when I get out 
'of school. Uh. Lord, don't let ibis 
Vnlvers'.t.v grov» any more. Keep it al 
a slandsUII. Incline everybody to 
lisWB tu the kic kcrt and not be fooled 
by tbes*,w^o insist tbat the school is 
not going to rack and ruin. Bicza the 
ouuide n«w»pap*rs. tb* alumni, and 
all knockers, and prosper tbem in 
thalr doatructlT* criticism, and abors 
all, dear Lord, destroy tb* absurd 
feUsh fcaowa as loyalty to Alma 
Mater, wblcb causes people to put up 
with so many things I bave polateo 
out as fatal. Amea." 



for a garden. On the ulhcr side of the 
avenue and a little lower d-own lay a 
smaller fenced-in garden, and from it 
lo Sherbrooke street stretched an un- i 
even meadow, wMcb still showed what 
appeared to be traces of former 
ploughing.

Out of 
a grand total of rallier nioio than 450 
students in various standings, the Fac- 
uliy of .\ri?, under tJie Deanship of 
tbe venerable .Arebdcacon l,each. Pro- 
fessor of i:iipli. li lyiterature. num- 
bered just l.'.ii iiirii. Ihe Faculty of 
Medicine, of which Dr, G. W. Camp- 
bell was Ueaii. had by far tbe largest j 
uiitnber of undergraduates. [ 

" .Vcadcmic life and regulaUons in 
the Faculty of Arts were in aom* re- 
spects then very much what they are 
now ; in others, a great change has , 
taken place owing to the growth of! 
sentiment and tbe application ot new 
idea.s. One of Ihc first things tbat i 
.-inick a pcr.son who had belonged to 
an iinsowned ollege was the prevail-' 
ing alinosphcre of gowns. The wear-' 
ing of gowns was compiilsorj . .Soiiir- 
times. bow cvc!-. a dispensation was 
grnnled b.v ihe Faculty (o students 
who weie unable to buy them on ae- 
cotitii of tlie expense, and at the be- 
ginning of the session a list was sub- 
initied lo Uie F>Bculty of those who ap- 
plied for dispensation, Tbe likeli- 
hood seems to be that the gown will 
disappear, and that the only persons 
In the University wearing diatincUve 
dress will be tbe Janitors. On tbe 
other baud, what are termed 'student 
activities,' vvhieb have become so con- 
spicuou,'. ill I lie inoderii university, 
were praeticallv unknown." 

Dean .Moyse is a native of Torquay 
and is a Devonian heart am] soul. 
IJorii on .March 0, lS.i2, he ij the son 
of I'liaric:' Westaway ^Moyse, of .\rdcn, 
I 'll una V. anil of .Mary Anne, daughter 
jof John .Jenkins, of Kxcter. Kducsted 
at the Independent College at Taun- 
{ton. he proceeded to University Col- 
lege, London, there entering upon a 
career of remarkable brilliance. Dr. 
Moyse took bis first B. A. examination 
in 1872, at Ibis time obUining tbe Ex- 
hibition in Kngllab. which Is offered 
annually by the I niversity of London. 
When he was graduated with the de- 
gree of U. .\. two ycajs later, be car- 
ried off the pruc lu animal pby.'i- 
ology. 

Afie; leiiv liig Fiilveisiiy College. Dr. 
.Mny.ie became headmaster ot St. 
.>lnry8 College, resigning litis iwsf to 
become .Moison Professoi of Knglish 
Utciaturc al McQill. This chair he 
has since occupied. Dr. Moyse's value 
to the University was recognised in 
1903, wlicu he waa appointed Dean of 
tb* Faculty of Aru and Vice-Piincipal 
of tbe University. In the same year 
the University conferred upon him the 
honornry degree of Doctor ot Laws. 
Dr. .Moyse is n member of various 
learned socieiies. He wa.s formerly 
editi'i-in-ehief of the McGill L'niver-
